THE PRESIDENT’S CONFIDENCE. | 

The President himself has been cheerful and ex- 
pressed confidence in his recovery. Today he asked 
for a morning paper, but this, of course, had to be 
denied him. It is with some difficulty that he can be 
restrained from talking, and Col. M. T. Herrick of 
Cleveland is quoted as authority for the statement that 
he has spoken at intervals of several things he pro- 
posed to do in the future. This afternoon he asked to 
be allowed to change his position, and when permis- 
sion was given, before the attendagts could aid him, 


Mrs. McKinley saw him again tor a brief 
visit, and Secretary Cortelyon was admitted for the 
first time. No one else was admitted to see him, al- 
though he inquired several times who were below 
stairs. If he continues to improve it will be gradually. 
If he should grow worse the change in that direction 
also probably will be slow. This is the opinion of Dr. 
Mann. There will be no crisis. If he arrives at con- 
valescence, Dr. Park expresses his opinion that it will 
be three weeks before it will be safe to move him. It 
is expected that interior wounds will heal first. The 
sutures of the lacerated tissue were made so soon after 
the bullet passed tinat they are probably healing rap- 
idly; with the exterior wound it is a slower process. 


VICE-PRESIDENT AND CABINET. ~ 


The extreme optimism of the Vice-President and 
the members of the Cabinet would be difficult to 
overstate. 

“I am absolutely will turn 
out all right,” declared the Vice-President, and he said 
he based his information behind the public expres- 
sions of the physicians. So relieved are Secretary 
Gage and Atty.-Gen. Knox at the steady improvement 
that they returned to Washington tonight feeling 
strongly that their chief would recover, but with the 
assurance of the physicians that if a change for the 
worse should come it would be gradual, and they 
would have ample time to return. In the case of Sec- 
retary Gage there was alsoa public reason why he 
should be at his post. 


New York financiers have appealed to him to re- 


lieve the situation in the money market by increasing 
deposits in national banks, and he feels that he can 
hardly act at this distance from the scene if he finds 
that action is desirable. 

Secretary of State Hay is due to arrive tonight, 
and will remain with the other members of the Cabinet 
at least fcr a day or two. The devotion of the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet to their chief is touching. All 
would desire to remain near him until the crucial 
period is passed, and Secretary Hitchcock and Secretary 
Wilson avowed that only absolute and imperative pub- 
lic business will induce them to depart before the 
President is pronounced out of danger. Senator 
Hanna will also remain until the physicians have an 
absolute assurance that the President will live.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 9.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Whether the great 
and good t of the United 
State lives or dies, a vast number of 
people in San Francisco will always 
hold William R. Hearst's trio of yel- 
low journals responsible for the act 
of the assassin, and leading citizens 
voice their horror of his despicable 
methods in strong and outspoken 
words.

PITTSBURGH, Sept. 9.—Cari Nold 
and Harry Gordon, well-known Pitts- 
burgh anarchists and intimate friends 
of Emma Goldman, were arrested here 
this afternoon. Nold was a friend of 
Berkman, who shot H. C. Frick. 

A therough search of the lodgings of 
Gordon and Nold failed to reveal any- 
thing criminating further than a lot of 
anarchistic literature. A number 
letters were seized, none having any 
bearing on the crime of Czolgosz. No 
further arrests were made. It is 
learned on what is considered 
authority that the arrest of the two 
men was made upon a telegraphic re- 
quest from the police department of 
Buffalo, and that the Buffalo officials 
have ordered them held ndi fur- 
ther instructions, It is also said that 
Emma Goldman has been located at 
some point in Ontario, which gives rise 
to the suspicion that she may have 
been directly. connected with the at- 
tempted assassination of the President. 

Emma Goldman was in this city Sun- 
day, September 1, and participated in 
a meeting of several anarchiets at the 
house of Gordon.

NEW YORK, Sept. %.—{Exclusi 
Dispatch.} The Times this morning 
says whatever developments may come 
to pass at Buffalo before Wall Street 
shail resume business this morning, it 
may be stated as a fact that the stock 
and money market's wise plan of ac- 
tion decided wpon Saturday before the 
market opening by leading financiers 
of the country, and since that time 
more fully perfected, will today be 
lived up to in the largest sense and 
will be perfectly carried out. Be the 
developments of the most unfavorable 
character ( fortunately at this 
writing all news is altogether hope- 
ful) there need be no fear of any finan- 
clal disaster nor dread of any stoc 
market catastrophe. 
Morgan, than whom no better 
authority could speak, put the matter 
very plajply, and voices the views of 
other representative bankers when he 
declares succinctly: “The financial 
situation is sound. There is nothing 
to endanger it; there is no cause for 

alarm. There will be no panic.” 

Such talk begets confidence. The 
heroic patriotism exhibited by bankers 
and business men alike in coming for- 
ward to safeguard vested interests, in- 
terests of the public, when those inter- 
ests were, and, it may be, still are 
threatened by unrenson begotten of 
biind fear, of the things in con- 
nection with the lamentable happen- 


ing at Buffalo that will go down 
in history as an example of pa- 
triotism of the highest order. The 


manner in which these interests have 
rallied to the support of what virtually 
is the credit of the nation has, indeed, 
been so remarkable that it has com- 
manded not alone the attention, but 
the admiration of the great financiers 
of older lands. ‘ 

Yet, to the people of our own country, 
such action as that of Saturday, such 
action as will again be taken today if 
need be, is perfectly understandable. 
is looked upon as natural. For in 
times past these same interests have 
done this self-same thing; have con- 
verted what threatened to be financial 
chaos into the calm of financial as- 
surance. 

Some pessimists there are in the 
street whose desire for gain in them 
is greater than thought of patriotism 
or of right—who are insisting that the 
present case is in all respects Iike unto 
that when Garfield was shot down by 
the hand of an assassin.

Under 
such conditions frecedent counts for 
naught, because these are conditions 
so remarkable and so generally hope- 
ful that not even the oldest banker 
in Wall Street has seen their like.

URRENDER OF JIM GRAY 
GIVES WORKMEN CHANCE. 
— 


PEACE AND CONTENTMENT IN 
THE BUILDING TRADES, 


Boss Agitator Made Diligent Search 
for a Soft Place to Fali—Brick- 
layers “Jollied” After Futile Attempt 
to Ruin Them. 


Admission Day furnished the first 
twelve hours of absolute peace en- 
joyed by the building industry for 
many weeks past—ever since Jim Gray 
launched his scheme to holst himself 
into the position of dictator to the 
workingmen and employers of Los 
Angeles. 

Inat plot met its fina! quietus Sat- 
urday night in the enforced surrender 
of the would-be Czar's clique, and yes- 
terday workingmen of all trades were 
busy and contented. Union bricklay- 
ers and carpenters worked alongside of 
non-union men unmolested. All are re- 
ceiving good wages, and an era of un- 
precedented prosperity is promised if 
the agitators keep hands off. 

The bricklayers, by their firm and 
sensible stand against joining Jim 
Gray's federation, broke up a con- 
spiracy that would have done lasting 
injury to the buliding industry, and 
to the workingmen themselves. Con- 
tractors are unstinting in their praise 
of the bricklayers for opposing strikes 
simpiy aimed to force non-union men 
out of employment. 

The strike ordered by Jim Gray lasted 
less than a week, and the quick sur- 
render was really precipitated by the 
strikers themselves, The men were 
never in full sympathy with the move- 
ment, but most of them obeyed Jim 
Gray's order to quit work. Some of the 
wiser ones merely walked around the 
block and returned to work, when the 
Irish agitator was out of sight. The 
carpenters, especially, were biamed for 
forsaking the Czar in his time of need. 

As .days passed, and there was no 
indication a tie-up, mare strikers 
saw the light and quitted idleness. The 
rank and file all along thought the 
tre was called on too flimsy a pre- 
text, and had the intelligent workers 
been given a fair chance to the 
question, there would have been fo 
atrike. But Gray and his liewienants 
were angered at the bricklayers’ de- 
fiance, and their rage knew no reason. 
So they went to war with an unsym- 
pathetic army, and the result was in- 
evitable defeat. 

Jim Gray did his worst to injure the 
industry, and throw e bricklayers 
out of work, but the latter, backed by 
7 contractors, beat him to a stand- 
still. But Gray's own soldiers had 
little confidence in their leader, and 
were wiser than he, in that they per- 
ceived the folly of a strike for such 
small cause. 

About two hundred men lost a week's 
wages by the strike, but Jim Gray's 
loses is greater than any one's. It is 
very doubtful if any considerable 
number of workmen will again quit 
work simply because of non-union help 
on a job, even should the boss agitator 
order them out. Thus his occupation 
is almost gone, and few of the know- 

ones among the union men would 
be surprised if hig resignation came 
very soon. Like the reformed agitator 
Ince, he may yet be 3 real work. 

Czar Jim looked very diligently for a 
soft place to light, when he decided to 
take his tumble. He says the surren- 
der was made “for the good of the 
industry,” but it is hardly creditable 
for an unrepentant sinner to good 
when he is forced to—-after trying his 
best to persist in wrong-doing. ray 
is now cajoling the bricklayers, whom 
he vainly tried to ruin and disrupt. 
But the trowel-wielders were not all 
— yesterday. A bricklayer said last 
night: 

“Gray is a changeable fellow. Only 
a week ago he was breathing dire 
vengeance on us, and calling us 
‘scabs.’ Now that he has bricked up 
against us, and hurt his head, he has 
decided to try and win with nice talk. 

“Our union will never affiliate with 
the Council of Labor. We have no 
confidence in Gray, for we have seen 
that he only causes trouble for the 
workmen that support him. The brick- 
layers employ no walking delegate to 
stir up fights, and instead of bull- 
dozing we make ovr union protective, 
vo that all men will want to join. We 
get $5 a day—the highest wages paid 
in any branch of the building tra e, so 
you can judge for yourself as to the 
wisdom of our policy.”

VANCOUVER (B. c.) Sept. 9.—[{Ex- 
cluvsive Dispatch.) Mormon mission- 
aries are meeting with popular animos- 
ity as well as interference by the 
authorities in Japan. A few days pre- 
vious to the sailing of the steamer 
Tartar from Yokohama, three Mormon 
missionaries, who were holding open- 
air meetings, were mobbed and driven 
from the villages of the Japanese with 
whom they were working. In another 
place the feeling of people had been 
so worked up, contrary to their usual 
custom, that the police stopped further 
meetings and gave the missionaries 
notice to leave for another town. None 
of the missionaries who were con- 
cerned in either of these incidents were 


injured. Long manifestoes have re- 
cently been issued by missionaries in 
the Japanese papers, addressed to the 
native population, in which the people 
are called upon to publicly meet — 
missionaries. The newspapers com 
ment and the general opinion, as ex- 
essed through the papers, is entirely 
inst the new faith being presented 

in various portions of the empire.
